Secretary Fenner writes letter protest San Francisco Chapter, against goverrmznt power building site Washington. 


THE AMERICAN INSTITUTE ARCHITECTS. 
The Octagon, Washington, C., 
February 12th, 1916. 


you doubtless know, the Institute has undertaken 
arouse public sentiment opposition the proposal locate 
new central heat, light and power plant the City 
Washington, site which will very seriously interfere with 
the future development the Mall System, the water 
front improvements and the new Potomac Park. 
act Congress, approved June 23, 1913, the Secretary the 
Treasury was authorized erect building ground owned 
the Government, located Water Street between 13th and 
14th Streets, W., for the purpose supplying heat, light 
and power certain designated Government buildings, includ- 
ing the Treasury Department, the White House and other ex- 
isting and contemplated buildings that section the city. 
Plans were prepared the office the Supervising Architect 
the Treasury Department, and December, 1915, contract 
was awarded the Cornell Company, New York, for 
the erection the building. Through what was doubtless 
oversight the Treasury Department, the plans were not sub- 
mitted the Art Commission until some time after the award 
the contract. Commission, after thorough study, 
submitted adverse report, but inasmuch its veto not 
mandatory, appears the intention the Department 
with the authority Congress, proceed with the erection 
the building. 

The Institute first learned the matter Tuesday, Feb- 
ruary and immediately requested the Presidents all Chap- 
ters file formal protests with the Chairman the House and 
Senate Conference Committees, which had under consideration 
amendment the Urgent Deficiency bill, introduced 
Senator Newlands, and calling for reconsideration the 
Art Commission and the President the United States. The 
responses from the Chapters were such leave doubt 
the vital interest which the Institute feels the preservation 
the great plan for the future development Washington. 
Papers New York, Boston and other cities also voiced their 
protests their editorial columns. The Chamber Commerce 
and the Merchants’ Association New York also filed vigor- 
ous protests. President Mauran spent Monday, Tuesday and 
Wednesday, February and Washington, and was 
with him the first two days. called upon the President, 
whom were most cordially received, and who listened 
with great interest what had say. proved 
matter which had not previously come his attention, and 
expressed deep concern. called upon Senator Martin, 
Chairman the Senate Conference Committee, and were ac- 
companied our call five the most distinguished en- 
gineers the United States representing the American 
tute Consulting Engineers. lodged most vigorous 
protest with him, and were supported our protest the 
engineers, based not only aesthetic grounds, but en- 
gineering grounds well. thought detected Senator 
Martin’s attitude willingness give due consideration the 
principle for which were contending, but almost insur- 
mountable difficulty the fact that the contract had already 
been awarded. also called upon Mr. Fitzgerald, the Chair-

colleagues, and found them deeply resentful over the campaign 
which the Institute was conducting, entirely satisfied that the 
choice was wise one and unwilling consider moment’s 
delay for further consideration.

Institute devise some sort contract provisions that would 
worthy adoption the entire profession standard. 
The American Institute Architects, without question, 
represents the cream the profession. The total membership, 
however, the Institute the profession, whole, 
the United States one eleven. This fact alone would 
tend mitigate the offence, should declared pre- 
sumptuous criticising this so-called model set general 
conditions, criticise the work whole, believing 
poorly adapted its purpose and support that view 
will proceed comment its provisions seriatim. 

Its title, General Conditions the Contract,” cor- 
rect, but only theory. Consistency will demand, after 
having adopted this title, that the structural conditions 
called conditions the the drawings 
should labeled the contract,” and the proposal 
and acceptance forms should have the additional words “of 
the contract” tacked on. 

The general conditions should inclusive all conditions 
that are general. this conceded will have also 
conceded that the Institute’s code general conditions should 
include such clauses “liquidated “bond” and 
“certified these having general application all bid- 
ders and not being capable variation the pleasure the 
bidders. .The Institute’s code places these clauses the bid 
blank, thus making them utterances the bidder, which 
contrary the facts the case. 

Apparently without seeking thereby secure brevity, the 
code the Institute loaded with cross references whereby 
becomes necessary, order fully understand what one 
paragraph means, read one more the other paragraphs 
parts them. This may all right text books tend- 
ing make the student work his way were, but not 
the right way write specifications any other law.

(c) The contractor shall, Article 43, responsible 
the owner for the acts and omissions his subcontractors 
and all persons directly indirectly employed him 
them connection with the work. 

Any contractor who does not know what division 
states the case, knows very little else, and not being 
the function the specifications teach elementary law this 
superfluity and should omitted. 

(d) The term subcontractor includes only those having 
direct contract with the contractor and includes one who 
furnishes material even though does no.work.

(h) When the words “approved,” “satisfactory,” “equal to,” 
“proper,” directed,” etc., are used, approval, etc., the 
architect understood. 

use the words “approved,” “satisfactory,” “proper,” 
directed,” etc., without the same time distinctly stating that 
they imply discretionary power the part the architect 
alone poor specification writing. 

omit mention the architect and expect that important

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You will perhaps recall that while Thomas Jefferson was 
Ambassador Paris was called upon procure plans for 
the State Capitol building Richmond.

ERHAPS there one factor which more indicative 
the growth and success San Municipal 

Railway System than the various additions that have 

been added the Geary Street Car House. was 
the summer 1911 that the city made its initial bow into 
the field Municipal ownership constructing the Geary 
Street road, and that time car house was erected 
Geary Street Presidio Avenue. This building covered but 
portion the property purchased, and was 
housing cars, repair shop, sub-station and the operating 
departments, all which greatly exceeded the then existing 
needs the system. 


When the city decided increase the transportation facil- 
ities the Exposition constructing the Van Ness Avenue 
and the Chestnut Street lines, 125 new cars were purchased. 
From operative standpoint the present car house still oc- 
cupied central position, and two-story addition was con- 
structed the remainder the property previously acquired. 
This extension has storage capacity cars, the re- 
mainder being housed second car house erected 
Seventeenth and Hampshire Streets. direct result 
the vast volume traffic handled, the executive departments 
naturally increased direct proportion, and the existing 
offices became highly inadequate. order meet these 
needs, second story was added the Geary Street frontage, 
where the columns the original structure had been de- 
signed support the possible addition. This section was 
completed January 1916.

The roof constructed transverse concrete 
beams and slab which waterproofed with five- 
ply tar and gravel roofing. order provide proper drain- 
age toward the downspouts, the various concrete slabs were 
warped four directions, thus eliminating the expense and 
dead weight the cinder brick fill which usually added 
flat slabs form the proper grades.
